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During the close season we have sadly lost the services of top scorer Micky

Some of the preatest 
upheavel has come at Emley where boss Ronnie Glavin will unviel a new 
look side when the campaign kicks off after he lost the services of stalwarts 
Chris Hurst, to Mkeston, Robert Tonks, to Worksop Town, & Mark Wilson, 
to Harrogate Town. On the positive side Emley have signed Mark Haran 
from Frickley Athletic while the club’s goalsconng problems may be at an 
end after Ossett Albion’s prolific scorer Danny Day agreed to move to the 
Welfare Ground. Meanwhile the region’s other Unibond Premier club, 
Worksop Town, have been busy adding to their ex Sheff.Wed. contingent 
when Richard Mason signed a three year deal from Boston United. joining 
Kirk Jackson, David Johnson, Gavin Smith & Ryan Jones at Sandy Lane. 
Other signings for the Tigers include Martin Hardy, also from Boston, plus 
the aforementioned Micky Goddard & Robert Tonks while an attendance of 
1,615 for the pre season visit of a Manchester United XI helped boost the

In the Nationwide Conference Doncaster Rovers boss Ian Snodin has been 
busy preparing for an expected promotion challenge with raids on several 
league clubs.
